without servility. 
“We don’t ask for or need sympathy, 
but we merit your consideration and It 
is my purpose to prove to you that it 
will be to your advantage to give I t 
Railway Like ArteHe* of Body. 
Your railway* may be likened unto 
the arteries or the human body. As 


the human body, for its vigor and 
health, depends upon the free circula­ 
tion of lifes-biood through Its veins 
and arteries, so does the vigor and 
commercial health of any community 
depend upon ifs transportation arter­ 
ies. Let the veins of the human body 
harden or be injured and the flow of 
blood is restricted, we alow up, we 
stagnate and finally we die. The name 
thing is true identically in the m atter 
of any communities 
transportation 
arteries. Hammer them, injure them, 
restrict them and the commercial ac­ 
tivities of your communities stagnate 
and atrofy. 
“It Is apparently a common human 
trait for every man to feel that his 
business or the particular business 
game rn life that he Is playing Is dif­ 
ferent from any other line or branch 
of endeavor.

• tho assessed valuation of which, by 
reason of their pipe line connections 
and the nature of their business, is 
made by the board of public works 
this year will pay to the state in di­ 
rect taxes $2,343,417.48.

The divorce clause Is vir­ 
tually the same as the one now in 
force. 
The other clause, however, Is 
new. 
It is a bolshevik adaptation of 
tho old English “common law mar­ 
riage” with the important distinction 
that, instead of requiring a period of 
one or two years to establish mar­ 
riage, it requires but one or two days. 
The government, in the person of 
Commissar of Justice Kursky, main­ 
tains that the clause in question is 
really an obstacle to 
“many 
mar­ 
riages.” 
Defending his bill on the 
floor of the committee, Comrade Kur­ 
sky said, “Previously there were uo 
responsibilities for marriage de facto. 
Now we make a man who enters a de­ 
facto marriage just as responsible as 
though he registered his marriage. 
De tell him ‘You will have to answer 
for this.’ 
Thus we increase the in­ 
convenience 
of a marriage de facto, 
and every man who enters one now 
will have to thing of it more serious­ 
ly.’ 
But the critics from the factories 
and fields attacked Comrade Kurskey’s 


theoretical defense with concrete ex­ 
amples of how the 
already existing 
laws have increased the number of 
divorces and made “serial polygamy” 
frequent. 
Mrs. Pasinkova, a woman worker In 
the Committee, registered a practical 
objection, declaring “men and women 
have become too free already. I be­ 
lieve it is necessary to limit some of 
this freedom 
between the 
sexes. 
Some men nowadays 
have twenty 
wives, living with each one or two 
weeks and have by each a child.

Even then 
he can’t do it, and you have children 
thrown out on the streets, homeless.” 
Agreeing with this point, other rep­ 
resentatives blamed the lax marriage 
law-s for the tremendous number of 
homeless children In Russia, of whom 
300,000 swarm the streets, and are the 
chief recruits for the criminal classes. 
Even one member of the government., 
Comrade Beloborodova. Commissar of 
Internal Affairs of the R S. F. S. It, 
said. “Not a sm all share of the respon­ 
sibility for the homeless < hildren may 
he ascribed to the fact that the family 
falls apart too quickly.”

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More Rubber 


Beginning on February I the present export limit on British 
rubber in Malaya and Ceylon will be lifted for three months. The 
limit stands now at 85 per cent of production, which in itself rep- 
lesents a considerable loosening up from the drastic restriction in 
force some months ago. There was a IO per cent drop November 
I. The additional 15 per cent allowed should do much to relieve 
the American rubber situation and check the upward trend of 
prices for automobile tires and other rubber products, if it does 
not bring a reduction. 
The British government, which controls the situation, ex­ 
plains that it takes this action to moderate the soaring prices, 
which have gone higher than is necessary for the producers of 
crude rubber to make a fair profit. 
Possibly it has been influenced still more by protests of the 
United States government, and by preparations made by Ameri­ 
can rubber manufacturers to grow their own rubber in Liberia, 
the Philippines and tropical and semi-tropical regions nearer home. 
The natural effect of British monopolistic methods, if long 
continued, would be to inspire American rubber production on a 
scale vast enough to ruin the British rubber plantations. This is 
the natural working of economic law’.

Thousands of Laws 


The number of new laws enacted by state legislatures in 1925 
reaches the sad and ludicrous total of 13,080. The legislature of 
North Carolina is responsible for 1,173 of these. 
A few other 
states ran up close to 1,000 apiece. And now the national congress 
is assembled to do its bit. 
It seems obvious that 13,080 new laws are too many for one 
year. It is doubtful whether all of these laws will become effec­ 
tive or whether more than a few of them will at all increase the 
efficiency of the states or the health and happiness of the citizens 
concerned. 
The crime wave cannot, of course, be attributed wholly or 
even largely to a single cause. But it is likely that the multiplicity 
of laws coming almost all the time from the legal hoppers of city 
councils, state legislatures and the federal congress m*»st confuse 
rutber than simplify the duties and rights of honest citizens and 
present greater opportunities for mischief to deliberate law­ 
breakers.

Beginning on February I the present export limit on British 


rubber in Malaya and Ceylon will be lifted for three months, 
rho 


limit stan.Is now at 85 per cent of production, which in itself rep- 
ievents a considerable loosening up from the drastic reduction in 
force some months ago. 
There was a IO per cent drop November 
I. 
The additional 15 per cent allowed should do much to relieve 
the American rubber situation and check the upwaid trend of 
prices for automobile tires and other rubber products, if it does 
not bring a reduction. 
* 
The British government, which controls the situation, ex­ 
plains that it takes this action to moderate the soaring prices, 
which have gone higher than is necessary for the producers of 
crude rubber to make a fair profit. 
Possibly it has been influenced still more by protests of the 
Unit<d States government, and by preparations made by Ameri­ 
can rubber manufacturers to grow their own rubber in Libc*ria, 
the Philippines and tropical and semi-tropical regions nearer home. 
The natural effect of British monopolistic methods, if long 
continued, would be to inspire American rubber production on a 
scale vast enough to ruin the British rubber plantations. 
This is 
the natural working of economic law. 
Nature, whicli “abhors a 
vacuum/’ also abhors a monopoly.

British Debt And Pride 


George Harvey, former ambassador to Great Britain, d e c la r e s 
that British business is in a very bad way— so bad that he doesn’t 
believe the British can meet the debt payments to which they 
have obligated themselves. 
He therefore suggests that the Brit­ 
ish settlement be revised and the debt reduced, as it has been in 
the case of other debtors, notably Italy. 
Now, the British would like very much to have their debt re­ 
duced. 
They have always thought that, everything considered, 
it was unfair to hold them for all the principal and most of the 
accrued interest on their war borrowings. 
But will they ask for 
a debt reduction? 
Not while the Bank of England stands. Their 
pride rises up and chokes their utterance at the very suggestion, 
especially from their chief editor, that they are not abl# to pity. 
Industry and trade over there may be in a had way, but they'll 
show whether they can pay or not! 
It is an admirable mood for a debtor, as viewed from the 
creditor’s standpoint. 
Yet the suggestion is one that the United 
States government may find* it desirable to consider sooner or 
later. 
As matters stand, the situation is a bit embarrassing for 
the American debt-refunding commission, and for its congres­ 
sional master. 
The commission, doubtless moved thereto by congress, de­ 
clared on making the British settlement that ii would treat all 
debtors alike. 
It has abandoned that policy as far as specific 
terms go, leaving Britain at a disadvantage. 
Its new policy is to 
settle for whatever it considers the debtors able to pay. 
Now 
treating debt or £ alike would mean, logically, tile extension of this 
policy to Great Britain.

It is doubtful whether all of these laws will become effec­ 
tive or whether more than a few of them will at all increase the 
efficiency of the states or the health and happiness of the citizens 
concerned. 
The crime wave cannot, of course, be attributed wholly or 
even largely to a single cause. 
But it is likely that the multiplicity 
of laws coming almost all the time from the legal hoppers of city 
councils, state legislatures and the federal congress m*»st confuse 
rather than simplify the duties and rights of honest citizens and 
present greater opportunities for mischief to deliberate law­ 
breakers.

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More Rubber 


Beginning on February I the present export limit on British 
rubber in Malaya and Ceylon will be lifted for three months. The 
limit stands now at 85 per cent of production, which in itself rep- 
lesents a considerable loosening up from the drastic restriction in 
force some months ago. There was a IO per cent drop November 
I. 
The additional 15 per cent allowed should do much to relieve 
the American rubber situation and check the upward trend of 
prices for automobile tires and other rubber products, if it does 
not bring a reduction. 
The British government, which controls the situation, ex­ 
plains that it takes this action to moderate the soaring prices, 
which have gone higher than is necessary for the producers of 
crude rubber to make a fair profit. 
Possibly it has been influenced still more by protests of the 
United States government, and by preparations made by Ameri­ 
can rubber manufacturers to grow their own rubber in Liberia, 
the Philippines and tropical and semi-tropical regions nearer home. 
The natural effect of British monopolistic methods, if long 
continued, would be to inspire American rubber production on a 
scale vast enough to ruin the British rubber plantations. 
This is 
the natural working of economic law’. 
Nature, which “abhors a 
vacuum,” also abhors a monopoly.

Thousands of Laws 


The number of new laws enacted by state legislatures in 1925 
reaches the sad and ludicrous total of 13,080. 
The legislature of 
North Carolina is responsible for 1,173 of these. 
A few other 
states ran up close to 1,000 apiece. 
And now the national congress 
is assembled to do its bit. 
It seems obvious that 13,080 new laws are too many for one 
year. 
It is doubtful whether all of these laws will become effec­ 
tive or whether more than a few of them will at all increase the 
efficiency of the states or the health and happiness of the citize n s 
concerned. 
The crime wave cannot, of course, be attributed wholly or 
even largely to a single cause. But it is likely that the multiplicity 
of laws coming almost all the time from the legal hoppers of city 
councils, state legislatures and the federal congress nw»st confuse 
rather than simplify the duties and rights of honest citizens and 
present greater opportunities for mischief to deliberate law­ 
breakers.

Is produced, according to 
the advice given potato grow ers of 
th is county, by sowing seven quarts 
of sweet clover to the acre; the grow ­ 
ing of alfalfa; the growing of clover, 
and growing of soy beans. 
Much attention should be given to 
the practice of spraying, the growers 
have been advised, and the continual 
spraying of tho plants is essential to 
a heavy yield. 
In fact, grow ers have 
been advised to spray plants every IO 
days after the first spray has been ap­ 
plied or more often, and every six 
days In real hot w eather. 
By this 
practice it 
is possible 
to elim inate 
scab and other elem ents th at are de­ 
structive AO the plants
